WAsniNOTON, April 18.— Assistant Secre- 
tary Bussey Tuesday rendered three iiermioti 
decisions in which is involved the important 
question of when may and when may not a 
aoldiar be ooosidered in line of duty.

The 
claim was rejecred 
by ("omuiissiourr 
Black upon tho 
ground that "claim- 
ant was not injured 
in the line of duty." 
Assistant Secretary 
^^88ey, in bis decision, overruled the former 
decision, and dlrecta that Brockenhbaw'it 
tha. panaton rolls, 
lorduMawMikw. 
The Um af Daty Daflaad. 
Ha aayat "In the original Ammerman de- 
oisiOB (raoaatly reveMed, as in tba praoading 
case of Harrington), the departmant da> 
clined to recogniaa tha doctrine of oontriba- 
torr negligenoa as an alamant in the Una of 
duty, and failed, therefore, to notice either 
the guiltiness or tha innooance ot the injured 
I party. It is an faaaaaBBorial and true doc- 
I trine of the common law that **tha pkiintilf 
has no remedy if bis neg^lgaoea In any de- 
gree contributed to the aocidant" of which 
' be complains and wbaraby ba raffereJ in- 
Jury ; but the oMiTaraa of this doc-trine is 
equally true, vis. : that if the ue^li|>;eiico oil 
the other party was tha sola proximate cause 
of the injury, than tha injarsd party may 
recover. 

I "As now oorrMMy held by the departs 
' mant, Ammarmaa waa 'in bia proper place, 
ready to perform such duty as be might be 
called upon to do,* and wa* guiltless of any 
act contributory to It, inasmuch as 'the in- 
jury alleged as the ground of pension hii|.- 
penetl to bim without any fault or neglect 
on his part,' and hence he waa entitled to a 
remedy for the result. T-bat which, in this 
particular, wan true of Ammerman seems to 
have been true, with increased emphasis, of 
Brokensbaw, the claimant in the pending 
motion. Brukeushaw was clearly in tli.^ 
line ot duty— not pasaive only, but active 
duty — inasmuch as be was in the net of 
'climbing into hLs bunk,' the place ot' cus- 
tomary reHt, which it was his duty to u>e, 
and which was provided for hiin by ilie 
regulations of the service when 
be received the alleged injury; 
the said injury, though not a iiecesMry re- 
sult, was, as to claimant, an unavoidable 
incident of the service, it having been caused, 
without provocation on bis part, by 'three 
soldiers, names unknown, jumping on him 
while he was climbing into his bunk.' He 
I was thus in no degree a contributor to his 
I own injury, but was merely the helpless re- 
' cipient of an irresistible assault. His titia to 
remedy is plain; but it does not lie against 
his assailants. It lies in tha system of pen 
sion provided for disabilities incurred m the 
service and line of duty. He was 'in his 
proper pla(», ready to iwrfof m such duty an 
he might be called upon to do,' and the In- 
Jury alleged as the ground of punsiou bap 
pene<l to him 'without any fault or uegle<-t 
oiJ his part.' The doctrine which the de- 
partment now avows 18 a fundamental niiH 
ol justice, and the applu^ation of it to th« 
chuninnt in this, as in all similar ciuses, seems 
to be requiretl by the true spirit and intent 
•f tha pansion system." 

Mot lu the Una ofDut.v. 
Another case is that of C. H. Sedgwick, 
late midshipman United Statea steamer 
Bantee and United States steamer Constitu- 
tion. Claimant in this case was injured by 
a kick from a comrade on board ship. He 
was at the time, to use bis own language, 
'twitting and teasing" bis comrade, who be- 
coming incensed thereat, administered to 
him tha kick from which bis disability re- 
sulted. The assistant secretary in this case postuflice. in the territory 
sustained a former decision rejecting the 
application, and adds: "Here it is apparent 
that the claimant not only contributed di- 
rectly to produce the cause of his injury, 
but that he was engaged at the time in a 
manner that was manifestly in violation of . 
the rules and regulations of the service 
and subversive of discipline aud good order, j 
and the injury reaulting from such conduct | 
on bia part waa unquasaooaMy ao^ inourred 
in Una of duty." 

The Former Deelstoa Adharad To. 
The third case ia that of EUaabeth Hull, 
widoir of Wlllhun Hull, a soldier who died 
in a military prison at Nashville, Tenn., of. 
inflammation of the pleura, contracted in ' 
the prison. Thaaoldier, it appe.'>i*8 from the 
evi<!enoe, waa arreatad and confined in the 
prison for being absent from his coinixiiiy 
and regiment without parMaion. In this 
case Mr. Bussey says: "Toantltle a widow 
to a pension, the wouod, tte injury, or the 
disease which caused hustiuinl's death 
must have l>een connaetad, aa a result, with 
tbu cunipliaiiue* by him with the require- 
ments of militai^ dO^F. Each connection' 
between the fatal dlaaaaa and the servira did 
not exist in this oaaa." Tha former dooiaioii 
ia adhered to.
